President Baer, of the Reading 
Railway system recently issued a 
letter to employes containing 
some sound wisdom and advice 
as to union dictation and the 
troubles resulting to working- 
men. In part he says : 

"There is no controversy over 
wages. We have never had any 
trouble to adjust wages with our 
men. It is a bold attempt to 
compel us to recognize various 
labor organizations and be sub- 
ject to their control and manage- 
ment; in other words we are 
asked to permit the officers of 
labor organizations, who may be- 
long to other trades and be ig- 
norant of our business, to de- 
termine all f|uestions relating to 
the management of our railway 
shops. 

"We fully understand what 
this involves. 

"An occurrence at Harrv E. 
colliery of the Temple Iron Com- 
pany, of which I am the Presi- 
dent, illustrates the tyranny of 
labor organizations: A carpen- 
ter who was a non-union man 
was engaged in repairing cars. 
The Mine Workers' union |de- 
manded that this man be dis- 
charged"because he was a non- 
union man. The company re- 
fused to discharge him. On the 
17th of June the miners struck 
because of this refusal and the 
colliery is still shut down. 

"Under the law of the land 
every man has a right to work 
and to determine for himself the 
conditions under which he will 
work. We will make no distinc- 
tions. So long as a man dis- 
charges his duty we will riot in- 
quire into his' religion, his poli- 
tics, hid nationality or his con- 
nection with beneficial or labor 
organizations. But just as we 
will not permit the Protestants 
to say that no Catholics shall be 
employed, nor the Germans and 
Irish to sav that no Hungarians 
or Italians shall be employed, so 
neither will we permit labor or- 
ganizations to control our busi- 
ness and to select our workmen 
and compel us to employ only 
members of their organizations. 

"Come what will, come what 
may, there will be no departure 
from this rule. 

"There must be many among 
you possessed of sound common 
sense who have strength of char- 
acter enough to refuse to be led 
by the nose by these strangers 
and mischief makers. I beseech 
you as a friend to think seriously 
over this matter. Think of your 
families, of your homes, of your 
towns and cities. If you are in 
doubt consult some of your good, 
honest, law-abiding neighbors. 
But be not deceived as to the 
outcome. There will be no wa- 
vering or shadow of turning on 
the part of the company. 

"To the inarty who have con- 
tinued at work the company ex- 
tends thanks and congratulations 
and assures them that their ser- 
vices are appreciated and their 
fidelity will always command the 
support and protection of the 
company. We will at all hazards- 
assist you in the defense of your 
right to work."

The Steel Strike. 

The temerity displayed by 
President Shaffer in ordering a 
general strike of steel and tin 
workers in the face of the con- 
cessions offered by tho manu- 
facturers may be justified by the 
. conditions as he sees them, but 
it does not have that appearance 
to others. He has staked Um ex- 
istence of his organization upon 
a demand for the exclusive em- 
ployment of union labor when 
the union scale of wages and 
hours and permission to organize 
the uon-union workmen had been 
granted. The Amalgamated As- 
sociation has not a single griev- 
ance to allege, either as to treat- 
ment, hours of labor or wages, 
but it plants itself squarely on 
the demand that a man must be! 
one of its members before lie can 
receive employment from the 
steel syndicate. Mr. Shaffer may 
be ri^ht in his contention that it 
is a life or death struggle for his 
organization anyhow and that the 
fight should be made at once, but 
he has certainly burned his 
bridges behind him. There is 
chance to continue the organizing 
of the steel workers at the Car- 
negie and other non-union plants, 
and the fight must be fought with 
each members and such resources 
aa the association now possesses. 

On the face of it, the two forces 
ure not equally matched. The 
• Carnegie plants are the largest 
and best equipped of all the great 
works, and if Mr. Frick could 
keep them open and running at 
the time of the Homestead strike 
when the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion was so strong it ought to be 
possible to keep up production 
now. With the various Carnegie 
•mills and furnaces as a nucleus 
and the number of other non- 
union plants owned by the Uni- 
ted States Steel Corporation, it 
can make shift for a long time 
even if all the union works must 
be closed. To win the strike the 
shut-down of production would 
have to be complete, or uearlv 
so, and this is not conceivable. 

Another consideration that 
•counts against the strike is that 
the Amalgamated Association 
must play a waiting game while 
the manufacturers can carry on 
an offensive campaign. They can 
make offers to the strikers or can 
hire men at other plants and in 
this way weaken the ranks of the 
Amalgamated Association. Pro- 
vision has probably already been 
made for this to some extent. 
The shutting down of so many 
plants in Great Britain and in 
Germany ought to release a large 
number of skilled workers who 
may accept the higher wages and 
permanent employment offered 
in America. Tho contract labor 
law would prevent anyorgunized 
movement of this sort, but men 
could come over without being 
engaged in numbers large enough 
to count in the long run. 

The strike, it must be admit- 
ted, is a serinus one from every 
point of view. It is begun at a 
time of the greatest business 
activity when there will be heavy 



losses to the steel syndicate 
through the inability to fill con- 
tracts. Itffl estimatedjthat this 
will run up to 150,000 |a dayja 
sum large enough to countjeven 
with the gigantic steel|tru.c.5J It 
will affect all the alliedjindus- 
tries, the mines and the trans- 
portation lines, not to mention 
trade in all departments which 
will be .affected by the reduced 
earning po\ver|of such large num- 
bers t*f men. Our supremacy^!! 
iron and steel will certainly be 
endangered, for idleness in Amer- 
ica will give the foreigners 
opportunity to seize again upon 
the business they have lost. 
These considerations may weaken 
the manufacturers in their fight 
or may cause their surrender, 
though it is improbable that they 
have entered on this fight with- 
out counting the cost. However 
the suspension of work means 
even more for the strikers who 
will soon exhaust their savings 
and who can not long be main- 
tained upon their savings and 
their strike fund. It will be re- 
membered how soou the machin- 
ists found themselves out of 
money, and in the nature of 
things the steel workers can do 
no better. — Courier- Journal.

LISH LIBERAL. 

He Differ* With Other Leaders on 
War Qneatlon and Mny Form n >,-«■ 
Party — Brilliantly Educated Man 
Who Haa Rlaen Without Influenre. 

England's "man of the hour" Is the 
Right Hon. Herbert Henry aVsqUitfe It 
P. His present prominence Is due to 
the stand he has taken In regnrd to the 
future attitude of Great Britain toward 
the former South African republics. 
Mr. Asqiiltti is one of the leatlers of the 
Liberal party and as such a member of 
"the opposition." the Conservatives 
having been In power In England for 
six years. 

In his recently expressed views on 
the South Africr.n question Mr. Axnulth 
la much at variance with other leaders 
of his sadly disorganized party. His 
dlvcrgenco is hailed with glee by the 
Conservatives as a "split" in the Liber- 
als. It Is possible— indeed quite proba- 
ble — that from the dissensions in the 
party will arise a new one. with Mr. 
Asqulth at its head, for he has a very 
large following of admirers. Should 
his party be successful at the polls Mr. 
Asqulth will be a candidate for the 
highest honors, and the premiership of 
the world's greatest empire will be fair- 
ly within his grasp. 

While that branch of the Liberal par- 
ty of Great Britain that follows Sir 
Henry Canipbell-Bannertnan and Mr. 
John Morley is pro-Boer in sympathy 
Mr. Asquith's views are strongly Im- 
perialistic. His recent speech stated 
that, although at the beginning of the 
war he favored the Independence of 
the two republics, he Is now a convert 
to the wisdom of annexation.

The Hon. Mr. Asquith Is in the prime 
of life. He was born in Yorkshire on 
Sept. 12, 1852. His education was 
thorough, broad and classical in its 
•cope, as is evidenced by the winning 
of a scholarship In old Bolllol college, 
Oxford. His academic career ended, 
Mr. Asqulth read law and was admit- 
canie a queen's counselor. In 188C Mr. 
Asqulth "took sllk"-that Is, he be- 
came a queen's counselor. In 1880 Mr. 
Asquith entered politics as a member 
of purllamcut. His rise durlug the 
comparatively short time since has 
been one of the wonders of English 
politics. 

When in 1892 Mr. Gladstone made 
the hard working and brilliant mem- 
ber of parliament his secretary for the 
home department, the appointment 
aroused some surprise, although even 
then astute observers predicted a great 
future for Mr. Asquith. His success 
In the office amply Justified the Grand 
Old Man, acd when the Liberal party 
went out of power in 1895 Mr. Asqulth 
was recognized as one of its leaders 
and as Gladstone's possible successor. 
He has acted with his party since, al- 
though sometimes -disagreeing with 
others of its chieftains. 

Mr. A luith's career furnishes con- 
siderable material for denial of the of- 
repeated charge that influence Is an 
essential of success in English politics. 
He has worked his way up solely by his 
merits. His ability as a lawyer Is great 
and unquestioned, and he ranks among 
England's best debaters and speakers. 
He Is a man of courage and conviction, 
of virile good sense and cleverness. 
Mr. Asquith's clear cut, clean shaved 
face, with firm mouth and high square 
brow, seems to give evidence of Innate 
power and promise of future greatness. 
He does not uim nt brilliancy, but suc- 
ceeds Instinctively in making an Im- 
pression on his auditor or spectator.

"It may be a source of consola- 
tion to the United States, if not 
to their European competitors, to 
learn that the largest shipment 
of machinery ever sent to any 
part of the world left New York 
city in March, after the De 
Witte-Gage tiff, for Russia," 
says the Engineering Magazine. 
"Russia is not given to cutting 
off her nose to spite her face. 
Machinery needed for state rail- 
ways or agricultural machinery, 
which the peasants must have, 
will not be subjected to the ad- 
ditional arbitrary tax. Direct 
American export to Hussia will 
probably show a shrinkage, Ger- 
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clearing houses and being cred 
i ted with Yankee ingenuity. In 
fact, it is estimated that last year 
these countries sent over 180,000,* 
(KX) worth of American products 
into Russia as their own, while 
the value of the direct export 
from the United States to Russia 
amounted to but $11,000,000. It 
is a common practice to remove 
the American name plate and 
substitute that of a German firm. 
Germany has a great advantage 
over almost every other manu- 
facturing nation, in that the 
Teutons have established branch 
banks in almost every large city 



of Russia, while their agents act 
as distributors, becoming in time 
the actual managers of newly es- 
tablished Russian works, and 
naturally favoring home products 
and machinery. Moreover, Ger- 
many sells on long-time credit, 
while America, without banking 
facilities abroad, must demand 
cash payments ; consequently the 
Germans find it profitable to pur- 
chase American machinery for 
cash, change the name plate so 
that they may secure any dupli- 
cate orders, and sell at an ad- 
vance on credit, the only terms 
on which the average business 
man in Russia can or will buy."

He was 
captured by his enemies, bis eyes were 
put out, and he was compelled to grind 
the grain of his foes, like a beast of tbe 
What a picture of a strong weak 
man— strong to tbe point of the mirac- 
ulous In one moment, weak to the point 
of helplessness lu the next! Thus it Is 
[ spiritual llTes. At 
one time we are strong In the line of 
duty— strong against temptation, strong 
in the face of obstacles; at another we 
t at the point of helplessness. 
We are overcome, we are disgraced, 
re are humiliated. 

The explanation of this apparent par 
adox is evident in the case of Samson. 
Samson was strong when he was fllle* 
with the Spirit of the Lord, but weak 
when he trusted in himself. On to a 
certain point in his career tlte sacred 
historian prefaces every jjroat deed of 
Samson with the words, "The Spirit of 
the Lord came upon blm." Then this 
preface is discontinued. Samson seems 
to net in his own strength, and It Is not 
long until his weakness and downfall 
follow. Wheu he was weak, lie wns 
strong. When realizing his own weak- 
ness, lie put his strength in the Lord, 
and he wns strong, invincible. But 
when he ceased to recognize his need 
of divine strength and trusted in him- 
self he wns weak and was easily over- 
come. This Is a type of our spiritual 
history. Wo are strong when we trust 
In God and weak when we trust In our- 
selves. 

Another element that contributed to 
Samson's weakness was evil associa- 
tion. He married nraong the Philis- 
tines, choosing Delilnh, a Philistine 
woman, ns his wife. It was through 
her at last that he was tempted and 
led to ruin. Evil associates have weak- 
ened many a strong mnu. They have 
been able to stand against themselves, 
but not to withstand the evil Influences 
of their associates. Too much care 
cannot be exercised in choosing inti- 
mate friends. "Evil communications 
corrupt good manners," and also good 
men, and If we would not be corrupted 
we must avoid the evil associations. 

Broken vows also contributed to Sam- 
son's downfall. The man who was 
strong while he kept his religious vows 
became weak when he broke tbem. 
His strength departed with the break- 
ing of his Xazarite vow. This should

Term of Circuit Court, 1901. 



FOR TWO HOURS HE PLEADS THE CAUSE 
OF J. B. L1NDLE AND HIS POSSE. 



IT WAS THE EFFORT OF HIS LIFE. 



Madlsonvllle, Ky., May 31, 1901. 
Speech of Judge J. F. Dempsey deliver- 
ed before the Jury in the case of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky vs. J. B. 
Lindle and others. Hopkins Circuit 
Court. 

(Stenographic Report.) 
May it Please the Court, and Gentlemen 
of the Jury: 

I have not had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to but one of the arguments that 
have been addressed to the Jury, and 
had I not known beforehand something 
about this case. I would probably have 
reached the conclusion that you were 
trying a case of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America against the St. Bernard 
Coal Company; and possibly there may 
be some truth in the proposition that 
these two factions are feeling a deep 
Interest in this matter. Owing to what 
was said In the speech to which I listen- 
ed, I feel that It Js best, befqre Iunder- 
take to discuss the law and the evidence, 
to make a preliminary statement about 
a matter that is part of the current his- 
tory of the county, and is known to be 
a fact without any evidence being Intro- 
duced, by every man who has kept 
abreast of the times, and is informed as 
to what has been taking place In the 
county. 

For many years previous to last No- 
vember the people of Hopkins county 
have been peaceable and peaceful, con- 
tented, happy and prosperous; harmon- 
ious feeling and brotherly love having 
prevailed' amid all classes and condi- 
tions of society. Previous to that time 
employers were satisfied with their em- 
ployes, and employes were contented 
with their employers and with their em 
ployment. A feeling of friendliness and 
mutual esteem and absolute affection ex- 
isted between the coal operators of Hop- 
kins county and the thousands of met 
who worked for them to a degree that 
perhaps existed no where else on the 
face of this earth, and that condition of 
affairs lasted for many, many years, 
down until last November. Last No- 
vember one J. D. Wood, styling himself 
President of District No. 23. of United 
Mine Workers of America; one Camp- 
bell. a negro as black as Egyptian mid- 
night, styling himself Secretary and 
Treasurer of the United Mine Workers 
of America; one Klssenger. whose name 
has been repeatedly called by the wit- 
nesses in this case: Chappell andNlch- 
ols. two negro orators and organisers of 
white men and of colored men, whose 
names have often been called by the 
witnesses in the hearing of this case, 
and very many other representatives of 
that order known as the United Mine 
Workers of America appeared upon the 
scene of action. They came here with 
the open and avowed purpose to orgai ' 
the mines of Hopkins county, anc 
unionize them. It Is true that in 
their public utterances they declared 
that they Intonded to do it by legitimate 
and peaceful persuasion, by appealing 
to the Judgments of the men at work in 
those mines, and convincing them that It 
would be to their Interest to Join the 
United Mine Workers of America and 
organize these mines. But while this 
was the public utterance of these men, 
they had not been long upon tho scene of 
action, and sending and hurrying and 
scattering all over the county thi 
numerous emissaries, until it becamr 
patent fact that the saloon keepers „. 
Madisonvtlle were thriving as they never 
before had done, and the dealers in dead- 
ly weapons who had licenses to sell those 
articles in this county were enjoying a 
trade they never before enjoyed. In 
some Intangible manner, a feeling of 
alarm and a sense of terror crept Into 
the homes of the miners who were at 
work In thes mines. It became patent, 
after these people had been here for a 
few weeks, that the men at work in the 
mines of Hopkins county did not want to 
be organized. They did not want to 
Join this union, and they made no secret 
of the fact, and It has crept Into this 
record that such a feeling of alarm ex- 
isted ; for the proclamation for the sheriff 
which Is In evidence, and which I will 
have occasion by and by to read to you, 
states the condition of affairs existing 
when that proclamation was Issued. I 
may as well call your attention to It now. 
-K.reads as follows: 

"Whereas. I have received information 
from many of the coal miners of Hop- 
kins county, and from other reliable 
sources, and which I have every reason 
to rely upon, that th.ere are now congre- 
gated in this county many persons, some 



citizens of this county, many citizens 
of other counties of this Commonwealth, 
aud many from other states, with the 
avowed purpose of compelling the 
miners now at work in the many coal 
mines in thlB county to quit their work 
and employment against their will; that 
the said persons propose to accomplish 
their purpose by threats of personal In- 
Jury to the miners and mining property, 
and other force and violence, and many 
laborers in the mines having applied to 
me for protection, and believing that 
such evil disposed persons will proceed 
to do the th ings threatened unless warn- 
ed and prevented from doing so, and be- 
lieving that the peace of the county will 
be broken and the citizens of the county 
greatly disturbed and bloodshed prob- 
ably result unless prompt steps are taken 
to preserve the peace, and being determ- 
ined to sec to It that the law is enforced, 
and every citizen of the county is pro- 
tected in his life, liberty and property 
from illegal Interference from any pt 
son or persons, and being determin 
to protect every one employed in the 
mines or elsewhere In his right to peace 
ably quit or peaceably follow any mb 
ployment in which he may be engaged: 
Now. I therefore, command said per- 
sons now here and those to come tc 
desist from their said purpose of Inter 
fering with any person In his right, tc 
labor in the mines by Intimidation, 
threats of violence, or any illegal r 
ner. and further command them that 
they shall not congregate In public place 
in the county or march th rough the con n- 
ty In squads or crowds;" and I think my 
friend Thomas read that much of the 
sentence and no more, but you will ob- 
serve that there is moro to it:— "And 
further command them that they shall 
not congregate in public places in the 
county, or march through the county 
■ or crowds In a threatening 
They are not forbidden to 
congregate in squads or march In a 
peaceful manner, but are forbidden tc 
do this thing in a threatening manner 
—"or in any manner or way abuse oi 
attempt to put any citizen of the county 
in fear, or In any way break or disturb 
the peace of the citizens of the county 
and the persons are warned that any 
attempt on the part of any such persons 
to do any of the things they are herein 
commanded not to do will result in the 
arrest and punishment of the party oi 
parties so offending, and all other part- 
ies associated with, aiding, abetting oi 
counselling the parties so offending.

i. the present condition 
of affairs Is a matter of public history 
in the county. It was said here by the 
distinguished gentleman who preceaed 
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had said that there wa 
in Hopkins county. He said there was 
no proof of it, and he denied it; and, per- 
haps. that is putting it too strongly. But 
that there is a condition of affairs that 
never existed before Is evidenced to you 
here and every time there is an adjourn- 
ment and a reconvening of this court. 
No man sits In this house tonight who 
was not searched by order of His Honor 
at yonder door before lit was permitted 
to come In here, lest he might have con- 
cealed upon bis person a deadly weapon. 
These matters are before you, and can't 
be taken away from you. I have lived 
here all my life, and I never saw any 
man searched for arms at the door of 
the Temple of Justice in Hopkins county 
until since last November. There has 
i a change in affairs here. Who is 
responsible for It? Who has brought It 
about? The coal operators of Hopkins 
county and the coal miners of Hopkins 
county, composing more than one-fourth 
of the entire population of the county, 
consist of men whose good citizenship, 
whose respect for and obedience to the 
laws of the land, has been part of the 
history of the county for more than 25 
years. Who is responsible for this 
change in the situation? 

Doesn't it follow as an indisputable 
fact that the present state of affairs has 
been worked up by the people who came 
hero with the avowed intention of or- 
ganizing these mines? 

Gentlemen of the jury, this is a day 
and time of trusts. Every article that 
use In your dally life is controlled 
and dominated by some trust. In point 
of principle, I am unalterably opposed 
lists of every kind, character and de- 
scription. As an original proposition, a 
truBt on the part of the capitall.it is 
wrong. His purpose and intention Is to 
work his employes for an inadequate 
sum, and to sell his product to tha public 
at an extortionate price. Ho must rob 

for him. A trust of that sort is utterly 
Inexcusable. A labor trust Is fashioned 
and built out of the pattern Bet by the 
capitalist. It Is true that the capitalist 
was the father of the trust, and that la- 
bor trusts have been organized In self- 



bor, between a capitalistic trust and a 
labor trust, where the laborer Is fighting 
against oppression and injustice, and 
fighting within the law, my heart and my 
soul go out In sympathy to the laborer 
and against the capitalist. 

No such state of affairs exists in Hop- 
kins county. There Is no light on here 
between the St. Bernard Coal Company 
and Its employes, nor between any other 
company in the county and the men who 
dig and delve In the bowels of the earth, 
and bring forth the black diamonds that 
are thrown upon the market, and con- 
tribute so materially to the welfare and 
prosperity of Hopkins county. This Is 
a fight between organized labor and un- 
organized labor. Tha two thousand 
men who work In the mines of Hopkins 
county are satisfied with their employ- 
ment, with their wages, with theli 
hours, and they only ask to be let alone 
and allowed to continue to work day by 
day for a living for themselves and their 
wives and children. 

Now, this is the condition that sui 
rounds us In Hopkins county; that Is 
part and parcel of her history. I trust, 
gentlemen, that before 1 have conclud- 
ed I will be able to make It plain to you 
that this prosecution styled "The Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky against J. B 
Lindle, and others," charging them with 
the crime of willful murder, is not mere- 
ly a fight between the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and those four men. It has 
a much deeper meaning. Standing here 
tonight, directly I represent these four 
men. Indirectly I represent the coal 
operators of Hopkins county, and their 
wives and their children. Indirectly, I 
represent the 2.000 miners who work be- 
neath the surface of the ground, and 



where in proper season waving wheat 
and oats and tasseling corn catch and 
lock in fond embrace God's bright sun- 
shine. To the people of Hopkins county 
I feel to exclaim as did Ruth to Naomi: 
"Entreat me not to leave thee, nor to 
cease following after thee. Where thou 
goest, there will I go; where thou 
lodgest, I will lodg3 also. Thy people 
shall be my people, and thy God my God ; 
where thou diest will I die; and the Lord 
do so unto me, and more also, if aught 
but death part thee and me." 

I speak thus of my devotion to the 
County of Hopkins, because I feel tnat 
her future welfare Is at stake, and In a 
degree that you, perhaps, do not dream 
of, depends upon you that If you convict 
these defendants, by your verdict you 
will say to your officers, "Do your duty 
no more forever; If you do, we will 
hang you." By such a verdict you would 
say to the lawless of this and surround- 
ing states, "Get together In large bodies, 
arm yourselves, go to the miners of Hop- 
kins county, alarm them, intimidate 
them, if you cannot make them quit work 
In any other way, use violence and force 
them to quit." By such a verdict you 
would say to your officers, "If you dare 
to defend yourselves against an attempt 
to murder you, when you are trying to 
discharge the sworn duties of your of- 
fice, we will give you no credit for 
honesty, we will not credit you with loy- 
alty to your oath, we will not credit you 
with attempting to preserve and protect 
rights of the laboring citizenship of

Do they belong to a 
class of citizenship that might be ex- 
pected to do a thing of that kind? Is it 
reasonable to suppose that those four 
men, with that sort of a history behind 
them .entered into that sort of a dia- 
bolical plot? 

Then we And furthermore that Bee 
Lindle was a deputy sheriff of Hopkins 
county; that he wan under bond and 
under oath to preserve the law and pro- 
tect the citizen rather than go about 
hatching conspiracy plots and commit- 
ting murder. We flud that a day or two 
before the 21st day of January last, B<?e 
Lindle had information from various 
first pit 
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gether to commit the awful 
murder, and that thay did it with malice 
in their hearts, malice aforethought, 
and not one particle of evider.cethat this 
is true; you are requested to swallow the 
doctrine that th? conspiracy was formed, 
that they went forth to commit murder, 
that they went forth with malice in their 
hearts, and not one scintilla of evidence 
to support either of the three proposl- 
ions, and yet under the law. when I come 
to it, you will find that you must believe 
that this malice was entertained before 
you can find these men guilty of murder. 

Is that all? No. The Commonwealth 
requests you to believe that these men 
not only conspired and confederated to 
commit this murder, but that they went 
upon a highway and selected a time and 
place when there were more than 100 liv- 
ing witnsses to Bee them execute this 
wonderful performance. You are asked 
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their families, making a population of 
10.000 souls. 

If this fight was between the 2, 
miners of Hopkins county and the coal 
companies of Hopkins conpty. if toi 
row morning these 2.000 men should lay 
down their tools and come out of the 
mines and declare to the public that they 
were being oppressed and downtrodden, 
that they were being paid inadequate 
wages, that they were being Imposed 
upon by the coal companies, that their 
condition was such that they could 
stand it, tomorrow morning would find 
me lined up with the miners of Hopkins 
county ready and willing to aid and 
assist them in every way in my power, 
and that without fee and without re- 
ward. But so long as I find these 2.000 
men desiring to work, asking only the 
privilege of being allowed to work, and 
asking the protection of the law of the 
land against Intimidation by those who 



y here to

a matter of fact, 
they are before you to answer for an un- 
fortunate and deplorable killing which 
occurred when thoy, as officers of the 
attempting to discharge their 
sworn duty and to protect the eltizen- 
ihlp of Hopkins county in the enjoyment 
if their rights; and upon your verdict 
depends not merely the settlement of this 
case between the Commonwealth and 
these defendants, hut the peace, order 
and quietude of the county. The right 
of protection and l.berty and of life is 
resting this night in your hands. 

Gentlemen of the jury. I was bora in 
Hopkins county, at a spot almost within 
sight from where I now stand. I was 
reared here. I have been here all my life. 
What little education I possess I picked 
up in the schools of Hopkins county. I 
never attended a school outside of the 
limits of Hopkins county a single day in 
my life. 1 have often asked the people 
of Hopkins county foroffice. I have not 
been denied. Here I read law. Here 
since I was 19 years of age I have prac- 
ticed law, and by the kindness of the 
people of this county I have enjoyed a 
liberal practice. All that I have, all of 
the little that I have accomplished in 
life I owe to the people of this county. 
All that I hope ever to have or ever to 
accomplish I will owe to the people of 
this county. 

At Grape Vine.Cemetery. neath myr- 
tle-covered mounds, my two brothers are 
asleep. There, too. rests my sister next 
In point of age to myself, who was the 
tender and loving playmate of my child- 
hood days. She and her young husband 
rest side by side at Grape Vine. My 
father, the best and truest and bravest 
friend I ever had. or ever will, rests there 
too: and there I laid away, when he was 
only 7 years of age, my only child, my 
precious baby boy; and since his angel 
spirit was wafted beyond the rolling 
louds. and through the starry dome 
ibove, and entered the pearly gates. In 
my dreams a thousand times I have seen 
tie spirit hands beckoning 
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nd when at last my summons comes to 
join the innumerable caravan that 
moves to the pale realms of shade, where 
each shall take his chamber in the silent 
halls of death. I. too. will find a last 
resting place at quler . peaceful, sweet old 
Grape Vine. Every tie thi 
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to Hopkins coun.. 
brave, and kindly and generous. I know 
her hills and dales, her rocks and rlvu- 
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holly unreasonable 
utterly contradictory voices of the law- 
breakers and the perjurers, and we will 
hang you." This would be the meaning 
of such a verdict. By such a verdict 
you would Invite the law-breaker to 
trample the law beneath his feet, and 
promise him protection against interfer- 
ence by the officers of the law. 

As an oratorical gem, as a display of 
extensive reading, as an evidence of 
great learning, the speech of my friend 
Thomas, who preceded me, was superb. 
But I could not fall to note that of all 
the lengthy instructions the court has 
given you pertaining to this case, he 
never referred to but one. That, he re- 
ferred to twice and read twice, and that 
was a short Instruction saying that 
union miners had a right to march peace- 
ably. I could not fail to notice that not 
more than three or four of the witnesses 
who testified in the matter were alluded 
to by him, or their testimony commented 
upon, saving and excepting the defend- 
ants. 

I remember many years ago my old 
friend and former law partner, Hon. A. 
K. Bradley, was employed here upon one 
side of case and a man by the name of 
Cato. a lawyer who practiced mainly in 
the magistrates' courts in Christian and 
Hopkins, was on the other side. After 
Mr. Bradley had concluded his speech 
he was followed by Cato. Cato made 
this statement. He Bald. "Once upon a 
time there was an old woman that was 
exceedingly fond of attending church, 
and she fell sick and was unable to go, 
and so when Sunday came she told her 
husband to go and listen at the sermon, 
and not to come home unless he could 
repeat to her the text. The husband 
was not in the habit of attending church, 
but he went. When he came back the 
old woman said. 'What was the text? - 
He Informed her he could not quote it.

Before entering upon the discussion of 
the law and the facts. I would invite you 
in consider with ma. that we nay come 
to an understanding, the question a3 to 
what Is the real issue in this matter. 
There are but two theories here. The 
Commonwealth comes and accuses J. B. 
Lindley. Wade Mcintosh. Scott Pcnrod 
and Ed. Johnson of combining, confed- 
erating and conspirlag together for the 
purpose of willfully and feloniously 
murdering one Hr-nry Taylor. The 
Commonwealth adhere to the chage 
laid In the Indictment. The Common- 
wealth, through her many representa- 
tives that appear her-, still declares that 
these men did band and confederate to- 
gether and conspire together for the 
purpose of wilfully and maliciously mur- 
dering Henry Taylor, and that they did 
kill and slay him In pursuance of that 
conspiracy. 

Now before we get down to the testi- 
mony given you by the witnesses, and 
the law laid down for your government 
by the court, let us reason together %l 
moment. Let us put our heads together 
and look at this matter from a common 
sense standpoint, and then afterwards 
take up the testimony and the law. 

Here is B. Lindle, S8 years of age, in 
the very prime and vigor of young man- 
hood, always a good citizen, as It crop- 
>ut hero from the Hps of one witness, 
a man calculated to do good on account 
of his connection with Sabbath schools, 
i Is Scott Pen rod, 50 years of age. 
ys a good citizen, peaceable and 

against him. Here Is Wade Mcintosh, 
64 years of age, having but a few years 
longer to remain here at best: always a 
law-abiding and peaceable citizen, up- 



take them out; and from 
re to march to St. Charles. 
They were to request the men at work 
there to cease to labor, and to come out 
of the mines, and to take them out If 
they declined. 

Now it was upon this information as to 
the object and purpose of a meeting it 
was learned would be held at Boxtown— 
It was upon this information that Lindle 
acted when he summoned his posse and 
went down to Boxtown. When he got 
there, what did he find ? He found that 
his information was correct this far; 
there was a meeting there. What else 
did he find? He found that It was not an 
open and public meeting, but that it was 
a secret caucus, a star chamber session, 
that no man could pass inside the room 
where that meeting was held unless he 
was a member and in possession of the 
pass-word. What else did he find? 
After awhile he found that they were 
forming in line, twos, and threes and 
fours abreast, and that they started off 
marching. Here was evidence that his 
information was correct: proof that he 
was correctly informed when he was told 
they would met there; and that he was 
correctly Informed when he was told 
they were going to mai ch. He rides along 
after them. He watches them go out 
of the Boxtown road and Into the Green- 
ville road, which leads west on to Daw- 
son. He watched, and when they came 
to the lane that turned off that road and 
went to Carbondale. instead of pursu- 
ing the Greenville road and going on 
towards Dawson, they turned directly 
towards Carbondale. He had informa- 
tion they were going to Carbondale. His 
Information proved correct again. They 
took the read to Carbondale. Then I 
ask you as reasonable men now. all this 
turning out this way, did he not have a 
right In good faith to believe that the 
balance of his information was correct? 
That they were bound for Carbondale 
and that they intended to take those 
men out? Isn't our theory fair and 
reasonable? He Is an officer. He Is In 
command of a po.«e. He says he was 
there acting upon Information to try to 
prevent these people from going to Car- 
bondale and interfering with the men 
at work there.

they could catch Henry Taylor in some 
lonely place, or in the dark, where an 
assassin's ball or an assassin's knife 
could reach his heart and lay him low 
and possibly the guilty man never be 
found out. instead of pursuing that 
course with all this malice and murder 
in their hearts, you are asked to believe 
that they selected the broad, open ilay- 
light. the public highway, and more than 
a hundred living witnesses to see them 
do thai which would hang them if they 
did it.

Is that all? No. There is no limit to 
the demands of the Commonwealth upon 
your credence.

"Here, tHis is all I have got; you can ar- 
rest me anywhere: here Is my pistol, 
take it. and take me." That as a further 
token of submission his other open and 
empty hand was held aloft; and you are 
asked to believe that Bee Lindle, with a 
man in that attitude, offering him his 
pistol, telling him It was all he had. 
holding up his other hand in token of 
submission, yet brutally, heartlessly, in 
cold blood and actuated by malice in 
his heart, shot him dead under those 
circumstances. Talking about common 
sense now. that is what the Common- 
wealth asks you to swallow. Can you 
do It? Can you swallow that port of a 
story? 

An old preacher, teaching a class of 
boys bible lessons, told the boys one 
afternoon what chapter in the bible De- 
would lecture them on the next day. The 
boys were mischievous, prankish, and 
did not bestitate to play a joke upon the 
old man. They knew where he kept hiS 
bible. They got ahold of it. They turn- 
ed to the chapter that he was going to 
lecture on. and they took two leaves 
like that (indicating with a book in his 
hand) and they pasted them together 
that way (Indicating). The old man, of 
course, when turning over the leaves 
would sklnp the one the boys had closed 
by pasting.

sary, or apparently necessary to save Ills 
own life, or protect his person from grett 
bodily harm, even to the taking of the 
life of said Taylor; on such ground, and 
under such circumstances, the defend- 
ant Lindle is excusable under the law of 
self-defense; and if the jury find from 
the evidence that tins defendants, John- 
son, Mcintosh and Pen rod. did aid. abet, 
encourage, or asBlst the said Lindle In 
his defense or in the defense of them- 
selves, as defined in this Instruction, 
then they are excusable under the law of 
self-defense, or defense of another. The 
danger to one's life or great bodily harm 
to his person, which authorizes him to 
act In his own defense, or in defense of 
another, as herein Indicated, may be 



"No. 4. If the jury believe from the 
evidence, beyond a reasonable doubt, 
that lu this county, nnd before the find 
lug of this indictment, the defendant .1 
B. Lindle did unlawfully, willfully and 
feloniously, but without malice, not in 
hi* self-defense, or apparently necessarj 
self-defense, and in an affray, or in sud 
den heat and passion, and under provo- 
cation ordinarily calculated to excite 
passion beyond control, kill and slay 
Henry Taylor, the person named in th* 
Indictment, by shooting said Taylorwltt 
a pistol, loaded with leaden ball.orothei 
hard substance, then the jury will fln<] 
the defendant not guilty of willful mur 
rter, but guilty of voluntary man- 
slaughter, and they will fix his punish 
ment by confinement in the state penl 
tentlary for not leas than two years noi 
more than 21 years. In their discretion; 
and If the jury believe from the evidence 
beyond a reasonable doubt, that the de- 
fendants. Ed. Johnson, Wade Mcintosh 
and W. S. Penrod were then and there 
present sufficiently near to render as- 
sistance, and did willfully and felonious- 
ly, without malice, and In an affray, or In 
sudden heat and passion, aid. abet, en- 
courage or assist the said Lindle in such 
shooting and killing, as set out In this 
Instruction, or such killing and slaying 
by Lindle, If he did so. as set out In In- 
struction No. 3. then the jury will And 
the defendants Johnson. Mcintosh and 
Penrod, or such of them as so aided, 
abetted, encouraged or assisted In the 
killing of said Taylor, If any of them did 
, so, not guilty of murder, but guilty of 
* voluntary manslaughter, and fix their 
punishment, or such of them as are 
guilty, if any, by confinement In the 
penitentiary for not leas than two years 
nor more than 21 years, In their discre- 
tion." 

That means If vou believe Mr. Lindle 
did kill Mr. Henry Taylor, hut did it 
without previous malice. In sudden "neat 
and passion, yet unlawfully, and not In 
his own defense, then he would be guilty 
not of murder, but of manslaughter; and 
likewise If Lindle did kill Taylor, and 
killed him under those circumstances. 
If any of these other defendants helped 
him to do it, aided or abetted or encour- 
aged or assisted him, they would be just 
as guilty as he. 

"No. 6. If the Jury believe from the 
evidence that when the defendant. J. B. 
Lindle shot and killed Henry Taylor, If 
he did so, he had reasonable grounds to 
believe, either real or apparent, and did 
In good faith believe, he was then In im- 
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kill Henry Tayi 
time thought his own life was In real 
danger, or that it appeared to him that 
his life was in danger, and if tie danger 
was apparent to him. although it might 
nothavT. been real, he then had the right 
to shoot and to kill, and under those 
circumstances, if he did kill him, the 
other defendants would go free with 
him. 

"if the jury believe from the evidence, 
syond a reasonable doubt, that the de- 
fendant Lindle, and any oue or more of 
the other defendants, formed a conspir- 
acy to kin Taylor, or indict upon him 
great bodily harm, as defined In instruc- 
tions Nos. 1-ahd 2, and had begun to exe- 
cute said conspiracy. If any. or If the 
defendants, or any of them, sought said 
Taylor with the purpose to inflict bodily 
injury upon him. and benin the assuu't. 
or conflict with him, with a deadly 
weapon, then the defendants, or such of 
them as engaged In such conspiracy, if 
any. or sought said Taylor for the pur- 
pose of inflitting bodily punishment or 
him. and begun the assault, or conflict 
as stated above, if thoy did so. cannot 
be excused on the ground of self-de- 

That means if you believe they did 
form that conspiracy, and they were 
there to carry It out. and while thereat- 
tempting to execute that conspiracy and 
murder Henry Taylor, or to do him a 
great bodily harm, that Henry Taylor 
drew a pistol and in that way put thCm 
on the defensive, they cannot plead that 
as self-defense. If they were there to 
carry out a conspiracy of that sort, and 
the other fellow drew his pistol first, 
they cannot Head self-defense, because 
they would have been In the wrong orig- 
inally. But I submit the old question t( 
you. "Where is any proof of any con- 
spiracy cither to murder or to do bodily 
Injury to him?'' 

(Mr. Dempsey read the Instruction to 
the effect if the union miners had as- 
sembled at said place for the purpose 
of going to these mines, and alarming 
or disturbing them in any way, etc.) 

That instruction means that if it 
a fact that these people had assembled 
down there for the purpose of going up to 
these mines and alarming or disturbing 
anybody in any way. then these de- 
fendants had a right to arrest them, and 
It was their duty to submit to an arrest 
and It means furthermore that evel 
though these people had not assemble* 
for the purpose of going to Carliondale 
or Crabtree or St. Charles, and taklni 
the men out. or using any force. It meani 
that even though their meeting was per 
fectly peaceable and quiet, and they did 
not Intend to disturb anybody, yet if 
Lindle. being an officer, had reasonable 
grounds to believe, and did In good faith 
believe, that their purpose was to march 
to Carbondale, and these other 
any of them, and Interfere w 
people, then he had a right to arrest 
them, and then If they assaulted him 
he had a right to kill In his own self- 
defense. That, boiled down, is the 
meaning of that Instruction. 

( Mr. Demsey then read the instruction 
relative to notifying the person about to 
be arrested of the charge, etc.) 

Reference to the proof will show th 
Lindle did tell these people in front 
there, "Consider yourselves under ar- 
rest." and was informing them of the 
charge against them by reading to them 
that proclamation, which shows the law 
that they were violating at the time 

(Mr. Demsey then read the last Instruc- 
tion about every fact and circumstance 
being presumed to be In defendant' 
for. until otherwise proven, etc.) 

I unwittingly have consumed much of 



down there that day to Boxtown and 
get together and go over to Carbondale 
and to Crabtree and invite the men out; 
If they didn't come out. they were going 
to take them out. Of course Morgan 
denies it. I beg pardon, he didn't deny 
It. He aimply said if he ever said that 
he had no recollection of it. He was 
pressed and pressed and pressed to say 
If he did or did not make that statement, 
and the record will show that he never 
answered in any way except that "If I 
did. I don't now recollect It." He 
wouldn't say that he didn't make the 
statement. Did you notice, gentlemen, 
that when it came to all matters save 
except who fired the first shot, that 
Commonwealth's witnesses came 
here and impeached each other, one after 
another, as fast as they were put upon 
the stand? Take, for instance, this mat- 
ter of a pistol. Press Cummings comes 
here and says that the pistol was held 
out that way( indicating). I sat here 
and drew some pictures as the witness 
would hold up the pistol and show the 
position, in order to be sure I would get 
it right. Press Crlmmlngs testified that 
the pistol was held that way ( indicating) 
and wasn't held In any other way— just 
positive of that as he was as to who 
fired the first shot. 

What did Henry Pendley say? He 
was Just as positive, too. and he says it 
was held that way (Indicating). 

John Ray says it was held that way 
(indicating). 

But, without taking up any more time 
about that, you gentlemen remember 
that they differed as fast as they came 
the stand, and each and every one 
of them was absolutely positive that he 

right. One would come and swear 

It was that way (Indicating) and the 
next man would swear it was not held 
that way, but it was held in some way 
that he would say. Her? is Farmer, 
who says it was held this way (induct- 
ing); Harland Ooodacre says it was held 
that way (indicating); Oscar Robinson 
says so and Ellis Barnes says so and 
Wes Cook says so. A number of them 
say it was held in the right hand, and a 
number of them say It was held In the 
left hand. They are positive— no "Ifs" 
or "ands" about it. They are absolutely 
positive; and Ir, my judgment that Is 
one part of their testimony thnt was the 
truth— that Taylor had a pistol in each 
hand, that Bill Cook got one of them, 
and the other was left remaining In his 
hand, and he fired It in Lindle's face. 

When they came to what Kissenger 
said in his speesh, they differed widely. 
Here would come along one fellow and 
he would say that Kissinger said in his 
speech "that he was afraid of the 'body" 
guards out there, and for this reason was 
going over to the Davis house to deliver 
a speech." Here would come anothc 
fellow and say he suld "Go and tell them 
to come In here, I have got nothing 
hide from them; teil them to come In 
here and hear me." Here comes 
witness saying Kissinger said he 
going to march three miles to keep the 
guards from hearing him, and here 
comes another Commonwealth 's witness 
and says that he stood ther? and sent an 
invitation to the guards to come In and 
hear all that he had to say. Here 
old Pendley, this man about 130 T 
old. that had his whiskers dyed 
other day. He comes in and says tht 
that speech at Boxtown. Kissinger i 
"We will go over here to a house that I 
have bought and paid for with my 
money, and when we get over there we 
will read the charter and then we will 
hava some speeches, three or four of 
them, and then we will all go home," and 
that that was all that was said. The 
very next man said. "Well, he was talk- 
ing in there and his speech was for the 
good of the order, about how the union 
was getting on. etc. The next witness 
was John Ray, a young man, who saW 
"Nobody said anything. Kissenger uor 
anybody else, about reading the charter, 
and that no speech was made about the 
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nt to talk to you about this evid< 
during the short time I have left. D< 
you remember that there was only one 
point upon which the Commonwealth'! 
witnesses absolutely agreed? Their 
witnesses to this transaction come here 
prepared to say, each one of them, 
matter where he stood, no matter how 
far away he may have been, no matter 
whether he was there at all or not, no 
matter how many meu stood between 
him and the parties engaged in the con- 
flict, he comes here and swears thnt Bee 
Lindle fired the first shct. That is the 
key-note upon which these witnesses 
hang their theory of the prosecution. 
Now, let me tell you: Counsel talk 
about these defendants sitting here nnd 
iwearlng falsely because they are Inter- 
red, and their livos and liberty are at 
itake; the court haB told you that if 
hese witnesses banded together down 
here at Boxtown to go up there and take 
he men out of those mines, every one, of 
them was guilty himself of a peniten- 
tiary offense. Every man of them, if 
they did that, was guilty of a felony. 
And not only are they here to convict 
b people by their testimony, but if 
of them had/ sworn that that was 
their purpose, they would have confessed 
themselves guilty of a penitentiary of- 
fense, and had they told the facts on 
the others, it would have made a peni- 
tentiary offense against then.. They 
have as much Interest at stake In this 
matter ns have these defendants. 
It crops out that a boy who was down 
ere and heard them talking, heard 
ose marchers declare hat they were go- 
g to Carbondale to take those men out. 
id boy-like, he said he went along just 
see them do it. Here is W. S. Morgan, 
who sat there and twisted the bottom 
of the chair while on the witness 
stand, of whom old man Lancaster, who 
Is his close neighbor says, the morning 
of that march, and before it took place, 
W. S. Morgan told him they were going 



something like a half inch, indicating 
that the man was shot from above in- 
tsead of from below the level of his head. 
Lindle was on the ground. Lindle did 
not reach up and shoot that way (Indi- 
cating) and throw the ball down. Wade 
Mcintosh was sitting on a horse shoot- 
ng. He was above Taylor His ball 
may have struck Taylorand would have 
/anged down. Wade Mcintosh is not 
accused of killing hlra. The Indictment 
charges Lindle with it. The instruc- 
tions tell you that unless Lindle killed 
him these people are not guilty. Now 
putting together two and two, putting 
together the range of that ball and the 
fact that the Commonwealth never gets 
the man down, and their theory that Lin- 
dle killed him In cold blood the first shot 
when his hands were up, ond he was 
" aiding out his pist.M, I ask you as rea- 
Miable men can you on your oath say 
lat you arc satisfied to the exclusion 
' all reasonable doubt that a shot from 
ee Lindle's pistol ever killed Taylor 

Consider the Inconsistency of these 
itnesses for the Commonwealth. Here 
Is Harland Goodacre. Harland Goud- 
acre makes a statement that Ed. John- 
son did not get off his horse until after 
the shooting commenced, and that the 
horse foil from under him. Does any- 
other living witness tell that story? Of 
all these eye witnesses who talk about 
what Ed. Johnson was doing, whether 
he was up or down, is there any Hying 
man, save Harland Goodacre who testi- 
fies that the horse fell from under John- 
son after the shooting had commenced? 
Not a living soul does so except Harland. 
All the proof goes to show that Johnson 
got down at the time Llulle did, and 
walked up by the side of him. and whb 
standing by nis side when the firing com- 
pression about 



and making three or four speeches.' 
number of witnesses followed right 
along, and tvery one of them says that 
that thing did not happen. That what 
old Pendley said there was not said, 
is the only man in this record that makes 
a statement like that. The Common 
wealth's witnesses utterly ru'n and re 
pudlate and impeach him. They de 
stroy the validity of every' word he ut 
tered. In addition to that, he met a wit- 
ness out on the road, Hatcher, a short 
time after this thing occurred, and said 
to him, "We don't deny that Bill Cook 
fired the first shot." 

One thing I want to call your atten- 
tion to. It Is charged here that Lindle 
killed Taylor, and it issald that he killed 
him the first shot. That the first shot 
instead of being fired at Cook, who had 
grabbed the pistol. 

Almost every solita 
fled for the Commonwealth had Taylor 
when the first shot was llred drawing 
back or sort of falling over. Some of 
them had him going over on his face, 
others going backward; but it is a 
strange and a mysterious circumstance, 
and the record will show It, that almost 
every witness who says that Lindle shot 
Taylorand killed hlmanddld it the first 
shot starts him to falling back, but they 
never get him to the ground. Here la a 
man shot in the head, a shot that com- 
mon sense will teach any man In the 
world would have knocked him down: 
he would have fallen as that fellow, Sam 
Hopkins, said, who looked over there 
and heard 
"Just like he used 
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nearly all of the witnesses that he kind 
of reeled or staggered or eased haek, 
but they never get him down. They 
come here prepared to say. and say. he 
killed him the first shot, but there is a 
mystery that surrounds the question of 
when he fell. Then tell me in the name 
of the Almighty, who did kill him In all 
that shooting? Their theory Is he was 
killed the first shot, and yet they don't 
get him down. Here are numerous wit- 
nesses that say that he was standing 
after the shot had been fired. Take all 
the proof, without itemizing it. I haven't 
the time to take It up and read from the 
record and show what each man said; 

I want to submit to you the ques- 
tion, can you on your oaths say from this 
testimony that Lindle ever killed Taylor 
at all? You know, gentlemen, that a 
man in shooting a pistol does not raise It 
above his head. He shoots from a point 
about on a level with hie shoulder; nnd 
here Is Dr. Nlsbet who examined Henry 
Saylor's wound, an! said be was shot 
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Everett Lacy was not an eye witness 
and didn't see what occurred. He cor- 
roborates Lindle. however, in the propo- 
sition that as Lindle passed by KlBsenger 
and others, he was reading the sheriff's 
pmclamatlon. 

Sam Hopkins said he saw the man 
fall face forward at the first shot, like 
he had seen beeves fall. 

Ellis Barnes didn't see Taylor fall to 
the ground, but says he fell backward. 
Ellis Barnes also makes the statement 
that he saw five men 
Penrod was one of them. Whoelsesays 
so? Are you not satisfied from this 
that Penrod 's horse 
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wealth that Is just as certain of this 
as of anything else that Penrod wa 
there in front and on horseback. 

Barnes Is the witness who also denied 
he had that talk with Mrs. Fowler in 
which he said he couldn't tell who flred 
the first shot, but admits that Mrs. 
Fowler and he wer? present at the time 
she fixed, and had a talk, but denies what 
phe said. I leave with you gentlemen, 
after you have seen both witnesses, 
which you believe. 

Will Hendricks also says that Ellis 
Barnes told him that Bill Cook fired the 
first shot. 

Oscar Robinson, a star witness, who 
says that he was up there at the front, 
says he did not see Johnson get off his 
horse; he was looking, and if he had got 
off, he would have seen It, but he dldn' 
see It Do you believe from this testl 
mony that Ed. Johnson Rot down there 
with Lindle? If you do, you don't be- 
lieve what Oscar Robln«on says about 
that proposition. 

Oscar Robinson also makes the state- 
ment^that Lindle didn't read anything. 
Do you believe thnt? Doesn't this proof 
overwhelmingly show to you that Lidle 
was reading the proclamation as he rode 
by Kissenger and others, and that he 
was reading a part of it at the time this 
trouble happened? I haven't the time 
to pick out the wlttiOHses for you, but 
don't you know that the proof estab- 
lishes overwhelmingly that that Is true 
that It Is not only the proof for the de- 
fendant, but the Commonwealth also' 
And yet Oscar Robinson says positively 
it did not happeu. 

Oscar Robinson says that Taylor pass- 
ed the pistol behind him. That is what 
we 3ay too. Pretty nearly every other 
witness for the Commonwealth says that 
Is not true. Some say he handed It with 
left hand, others with his right. 



witnesses who intimate that Lindle 
stood there and commanded a man to 
surrender, and then straightway p-o- 
ceeded to beg him not to do it. so he could 
get to shoot him. Isn't that a beautiful 
story, that an officer of the law Bays to a 
man "Consider yourself under arrest," 
and Immediately adds, "But I want you 
to say you won't be arrested." Isn't it a 
beautiful story? 
Mr. Morgan, this wonderful wltuess, 
r. S. Morgan, also says that he was 
looking right at Lindle. and he saw no 
papers In his hnnd when this occurred 
Don't you believe from this evidence 
that Lindle had that proclamation In his 
I, and was reading from it? He 
that when that first shot was flred. 
Taylor sort of staggered back a little. 

Morgan was asked, "Didn't Lindle 
have the proclamation in his hand, and 
when this man asked for his authority, 
didn't he commence to read that to Tay- 
lor?" "Not as I seen." He Is just like 
he was about that statement to old man 
Lancaster: Ire never would deny It. and 
here when he Is asked this question, in- 
stead of answering like a man, he says 
"Not as I seen." "But you do say he 
walked up and said 'Consider yourself 
under arreat,' and then he said. 'I want 
you to say you won't be arrested,' and 
then Taylor responded, 'You can arrest 
me anywhere,' and then you say that 
Lindle fired th" first shot? A.— Yes, sir 
I said that. What did Taylor do then 
\. — Taylor sort of staggered back a lit 
tie. Q.— Did he fall backward or for 
ward, or did you see him fall? A.— Scr 
of staggered a little; I couldn't say; h 
didn't go far. and he kind of staggered. 
That is characteristic of the descriptioi 
of every one of these fellows when asked 
as to whether Taylor fell or not; they 
hadn't beeu thoroughly drilled along 
that line. "Didn't he weaken and go 
right down to the ground? A. — I said 
he kind of staggered: I didn't say he 
weakened and went right down." 

Gentlemen, there Is enough of that 
sort of contradictory evidence among 
these witnesses for the Commonwealth 
that If I had the time to detain you. I 
could stand here until midnight and read 
from the testimony, and show you that 
these witnesses for the Commonwealth, 
when they get away from the simple 
question as to who flred the first shot, 
invariably go to pieces, and cut each 
other's throats. They were separated, 
they couldn't hear each other testify, 
and when they came in here they 
couldn't tell the same story to save their 
souls. 

In the very few moments I have left, 
let me call your attention to the state- 
ment of the defendants You remem 
ber their testimony, ion remember al- 
so that Lucien Bassett, who is a gen- 
tleman of unlmpeached and unlm 
peachable Integrity and veracity, says 
that beyond any sort of question Bill 
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iltlon as to who tired the first shot, they 
are scattered w/>rse than i flock of ducks 
that have been flred into. 

Oscar Robinson tells you that while 
that firing was going on, after Taylor 
fell, he went to him and picked him up 
and took his head upon his knee an< 

going on. 1 That is the most remarkabl, 
statement I ever head. You know how 
quickly that thing came up and was 
over. You know it lasted but a few 
raents at most. You know that people 
were panic stricken; that men of iron 
nerves were excited, and yet this hero of 
the battlefield says that as soon as th( 
first shot was fired, and Taylor fell, that 
having no regard for the bullets that 
were flying thick as gnats In the al; 
takes that man's head upon his knee and 
commenced to talk to him, and that he 
remained with him until it was all over; 
and yet Johnson Williams, who got there 
about the time it was over, and old 
Brother Morgan, a good old preacher 
t after, both 
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tell you of v 
that he stayed 
These same witnesses tell you when they 
got there Bascom was not there. 

Oscar Robinson also makes the state- 
ment that Penrod was up front when the 
shooting occurred, and he also makes 
the statement that he was on a horse 
In other words, the various statements 
that he made go to show that old man 
Morgan and Johnson Williams are right, 
that he was not there, and that he doesn't 
know anything about It. and that he 
simply came here to tell that Lindle 
flred the first shot, and when he got away 
from that, he was lost, and never found 
himself again. 
W. S. Morgan also says that Johnson 
d not get off his horse, and he 
s horse during the shooting. W. 8. 
organ is the man that old man Lan- 
ster got after. What else does Mor- 
gan say? Morgan .rays that Lindleaald, 
"Consider yourself under arrest," and 
that he then said, "I want you to say you 
won't be arrested," and he says that that 
was said two or three times, and Wes 



Cook fired that first shot, just as Lin- 
dle says he did; just as Johnson sayri 
he did, Just as Mcintosh says he did. 
must remember that these four 
were In a crowd that were hostile 
to them. You must remember more- 
that these Commonwealth's wlt- 
:t these 
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. from the performance 
of their duty, and that they can then 
go about Intimidating whom they

to cloae. By agreement I only had two 
hours, and my time has about expired. 
When the time comes, gentlemen, for 
you to retire to your room and finally 
dispose of this matter, go there und 
write a verdict of "Not Guilty." When 
you do that, you will proclaim in thun- 
der tones that the law lives and God 
reigns yet in old Hopkins When you 
do that you will say to every faithful 
officer In the county. Do your duty 
bravely and fearlessly, and the Juries 
of the country will protect you. And 
after you have performed your duty, 
gentlemen, go home to your wives and 
little ones. I need not tell you, how- 
ever, when you return a verdict of 
"Not Guilty" there are those whose 
minds and hearts are now filled with 
passion and prejudice who will con- 
demn you, but the great mass of law- 
abiding and law-loving rilzens of Hop- 
kins county wll bless you; and every 
man who stands ready tonight to con- 
demn you, when passion and prejudice 
have rolled away, will say that you did 
right, and did your duty. When you 
go home, your prattling children and 
grand children will run to meet y.iu. 
and will enfold you in their loving lit- 
tle arms. Your noble and devoted 
wives will meet you with beaming eyes 
and joyous, happy hearts, and words 
of tender loving welcome. The wel- 
come that awaits you at home will 
cause you to know that Payne, the

and children aboul this trial. Tell 
them what diabolical and outrageous 
efforts were made to induce you to take 
the lives of these rrren 'roin them upun 
perjured testimony.

J. B. Lindle, Wade Mcintosh and Ed. John were 
Convicted. Please Read their Testimony 
Carefully and then Meditate. 



Sherman Morgan, one of the marchers, 
a witness for the Commonwealth, hav- 
ing testified that he did not know what 
the meeting at Boxtown was held for, 
but being positive that Lindle flred the 
first two shots, was asked on cross-ex- 
amination: (vol. U p. 340.) 

187: Q — Did you meet hlm( Henry Lan- 
caster)? 

A. — If I did I don't have any recol- 
lection of it. 
188: Q— Is he a neighbor of yours? 

A. — Yes, sir; he lives in the neigh- 
borhood, 

189: Q— State to the Jury whether or 
not you met him on that day 
and he had a plow point. Do 
you remember whether he did 
or not? 

A.— If I met Mr. Lancaster thai day 
I don't have any recollection of 
It. I might have met him. 
190: Q.— Didn't you have a conversation 
that day in which you told hlra 
that you were going down there 
W Boxtown, and that your 
union was going to march that 
day, and that you were going to
